Russia,  the  author  alTiircs  us,  is  a 
country  fo  riling  aiul  flourifliiiig 
under  tlie  aiifpices  of  the  prefent  reign¬ 
ing  lovereign,  that  it  muft  attrai^t  the  at¬ 
tention  and  admiration  of  mankind  in 
many  important  points  of  view.  He  lias 
therefore  thought  proper  to  communicate 
his  ohlervations  on  the  climate  and  other 
peculiarities  of  tlie  country,  which,  tho* 
they  may  not  have  wholly  efcaped  the 
notice  of  travellers,  have  never  been  fo 
accurately  defcribtd.  The  faits  he  men- 
tion^i  are  as  follow  : 

The  cold,  he  fays,  in  Kuflia,  during 
the  iTunitlis  of  December,  January,  and 
February,  is  ufually  from  40  to  51  de¬ 
grees  below  the  freezing  point :  when  a 
nerfon  walks  out  in  fevere  weather,  the 
cold  makes  the  eyes  water,  and  that 
water  freezing  hangs  in  little  icicles  on 
the  cye-lalhes.  As  the  common  peafants 
ulualiy  wear  their  beaids,  you  may  fee 
VoL.

them  hanging  at  their  chin  like  a  folid 
lump  of  ice.  The  parts  of  the  face  which 
are  expofed are  very  liable  to  be  frozen ;  the 
perfon  himfelf  docs  not  know  when  the 
freezing  begins;  but  is  commonly  told 
of  it  by  fomebody  who  calls  to  him  to 
rub  his  face  with  fnow,  the  ufual  way  to 
thaw  it.  The  part  which  has  once  been 
frozen,  is  ever  after  more  liable  to  be 
frozen  again. 

When  the  thermometer  (lands  at  35 
degrees  below  ©,  boiling  water  thrown 
into  the  air  by  an  engine,  fo  as  to  fpiead, 
falls  down  perfedly  dry,  formed  into  ice. 
A  pint  bottle  of  common  water  has  been 
frozen  into  a  folid  piece  of  ice  in  an  hour 
and  a  quarter.  A  bottle  of  Itrong  ale  in 
an  hour  and  a  half;  but  in  this  fubftance 
there  is  always  about  a  tea-cup  full  in 
the  mi<ldle  unfrozen,  which  is  as  flrong 
and  inflammable  as  brandy  or  fpirits  of 
wine. 

Prince  Orloff,  Maftcr  of  the  Ordnance 
to  her  Imperial  Majcfty,  filled  a  bomb- 
Ihell  with  water,  and  then  flopped  up 
the  hole  very  clofely  with  a  plug;  and, 
as  foon  as  the  congelation  began,  the 
contents  of  the  flicll,  fweriing,  iflued  out 
by  the  fide  of  the  plug,  like  a  fmall  foun¬ 
tain.  He  then  caufed  the  bole  of  thd

In  Kiinia  the  rnelh.od  of  warming  the 
l.oule!'  ; .  bv  an  oviii  conllriictcd  with  fe¬ 
ver. dfiMt-;  tl  e'e  ovens,  lonlume  a  very 
Irnail  (jr..aivity  of  wood,  and  \et  ferve  tor 
the  ordinal  y  jscople  to  piepaie  their  food 
by.  *1  hey  put  a  very  inoilerate  fag;.'Ot 
into  them,  ami  futfer  it  to  burn  only  till 
thetniclalt  bl.ieU  Imoak  i**  tvapor.ited  ; 
they  tl’.tii  ihiit  down  tlie  chimney,  to  re¬ 
tain  all  the  u  It  of  the  heat  in  the  cham¬ 
ber,  winch  keij''^  in  the  heat  for  tw'eiity- 
fonr  h.ours,  and  is  commonly  to  warm, 
that  lluy  lit  with  very  little  covering, 
tfpecially  chiUIreii,  who  are  iifually  in 
their  ihuts.  In  the  fevered  weather  a 
Knlhan  wouhl  think  it  lhange  to  lit  in  a 
loom  wheie  the  cold  condenfed  his 
breath  futlieiently  to  rendci  it  vilible,  as 
it  commonly  d(  es  in  Kngland  in  trolly 
weathei  :  and  yet  they  feel  no  inconve- 
lueiice  from  this  heated  air,  for  i‘eterf- 
burv  h  is  reckoned  as  wholefome  a  place 
as  any  city  in  Europe.  'I'he  Kuliians, 
when  they  go  out,  are  ehMlhed  fo  warm- 
Iv,  that  they  bid  dchanee  to  troll  and 
fiiow  ;  the  wolf  and  the  be.ir  lend  tliem 
their  fur,  as  wtllas  feveral  other  creatui  ts; 
the  tox,  the  lipiirrel,  and  the  cTmine: 
but  none  eontributc  fo  much  to  fupply 
this  w.umth  as  the  hare  and  tlie  Ihtep. 
'I'he  pot'ier  women  line  lltcii  cloaks  w  ith 
liare-lkin ;  and  the  men  have  a  drels 
nnule  of  Iheep-lkin  with  the  wool  tinned 
inwards.  On  their  h.eads  they  wear  a 
fur  car>,  and  they  aie  very  caretul  to  co¬ 
ver  ti  e  r  legs  aiul  teet,  not  only  with 
warm  dockings,  but  with  boots  lined 
with  fur,  or  a  tiuanlity  of  flannel  which 
they  wrap  feveral  limes  round  them. 
Yet,  in  the  fevered  cold,  you  will  fee 
them  go  with  their  neck  and  tread  quite 
open  ami  expofed. 

Thewintrrs  feem  very  long  in  thefe 
northern  climates,  the  whole  furfacc  <>f 
the  ground,  heing  covered  with  Inow  for 
hx  monP’s  or  upwards  ;  it  is  howe\er 
certain  tint  they  enjoy  many  advmlages 
which  are  pecuhar  to  the  nature  of  their 
iiluat  vni. 

1  he  lird  is,  lhr:r  f.'.ctlity  and  expedi¬ 


tion  in  t  ''  “’bng.  Their  carriages,  for 
the  winter  Icafon,  are  fledges,  made  with 
a  frame  at  the  bottom  Ihod  with  iron 
like  Ikates  ;  the  Irictivui  and  rehdance  of 
which  are  fo  fmall  as  to  move  with  almoll 
as  much  cafe  as  a  boat  in  dill  water. 
'I'hty  uo  liot  keep  any  tt);u]  with  the 
licdgVs,  but  make  their  way  inditfereiitly 
over  rivers  ^nd  bogs,  and  tometimes  tra¬ 
vel  by  a  compais.  The  llrong  northern 
light,  and  the  rctk'clicn  of  the  Inow,  ge¬ 
nerally  alloiil  a  light  fudieient  to  travel 
by  w  hen  there  is  no  moon. 

'I'he  late  Kmprefs  Elizabctii  had  a 
ikdge,  which  I  have  feen,  made  with  two 
complete  little  rooms  in  it,  in  one  of 
which  was  a  bed.  The  common  travel¬ 
ling  e(|uipage,  lor  perlons  ot  condition,  is 
m.ade  large  enough  to  lie  at  length  in, 
and  wl'.en  the  bed  m*  matrafs  is  rolled  up, 
it  makes  a  leat  to  lit  upon.  The  accom¬ 
modations  on  the  road  are,  indeed,  very 
p<*(»r;  but  travellers  lake  provifions  witii 
them,  and  tiavel  by  night  as  well  as  by 
day. 

Another  advantage  peculiar  to  the 
northern  climates  i.'j,  the  prelerving  pro- 
vitions  by  the  frott.  Froll  alters  the 
quality  and  taile  ot  whatever  is  preferved 
b^  it  kfs  than  any  othe»*.  Mr  Swallow'e» 
his  Maiedy’s  conful-general  in  Rnflia, 
having  occaiion  one  winter  to  go  from 
Peteilburgh  to  Mofeow,  w  here  eels  area 
great  rarity,  he  ordered  fome  to  be  taken 
before  lie  fet  out  on  his  journty  to  carry 
as  a  prefent.  As  loon  as  they  were  ta¬ 
ken  out  ot  the  water,  they  were  thrown 
upon  the  ground  to  he  frozen  ;  they  ap¬ 
peared  quite  dead,  and  almoll  a  piece  of 
ice:  they  w  ere  then  packed  up  in  the  ufuiil 
manner  with  fnow'  ;  and  w  hen  he  arrived 
at  Mofeow',  which  w  as  in  four  days,  the 
eels  being  thrown  into  cold  water,  and 
to  tliaw'ed  before  they  were  <lrened,  dif- 
covered  cviilent  marks  of  life  in  them» 
and  foon  perfeittly  recovered.  Veal  fro¬ 
zen  at  Archangel,  and  brought  to  Pe- 
terfourgh,  is  eltetmed  the  fined  they 
have.  It  is  curious  to  fee,  during  the 
winter,  the  vad  Hacks  of  Ihcep,  fith,  and 
other  animak,  piled  up  in  the  markets 
for  fale.  Poultry  killed  in  October  arc 
kept  in  tubs  p  icked  up  w'ith  fnow  during 
the  winter,  and  ufed  occafuiaally ;  by 
this  means  they  fave  their  food.  Things 
thawed  in  cold  water  preferve  their  fla¬ 
vour  ;  blit  hot  water  produces  an  almoll 
immeiliate  piitrclaiftion.  If  a  frozen 
cabbage  be  1. ha  wed  by  cold  water,  it  «» 
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frt*ni  as  if  juft  gathered  ;  but  if  thawed 
!)y  hre  or  hot  water,  it  Ikcohics  fa  raii- 
c.d  it  eaunot  be  eaien. 

One  otthe  ch  tf  amiifements  in  Ruflia 
is,  that  ot  riding  in  a  light  open  fledge 
for  pleafure.  Skating  may  be  inenliimcd 
as  amnlier.  Ibit  of  all  the  wintef  diver- 
fio  1  of  the  RuHians,  llmt  of  Hiding  down 
"d  !iill  is  the  molt  univerfal.  They  make 
a  traek  <»ii  the  fide  of  a  deep  hill:  then, 
at  tl;e  wrge  oi  the  hill,  fittiivor  on  a  litt’e 
tiay,  tliey  defc'Mul  with  adonilhing  velo¬ 
city.  '1  he  Ruflians  are  fo  fond  of  this 
divtr'.i  in,  that  at  Pcteribiirgh,  having  no 
hih',  they  raife  artifici.il  mounts,  where 
nil  the  peop'e,  young  and  old,  rich  and 
poor,  pirtake  t)f  the  fport. 

The  late  Emprefs  Eli/.abcth  was  fo 
fond  of  this  diverfion,  that  at  her  palace 
of  Zarsko  Sfli.o,  ilie  had  artificial 
mounts,  of  a  very  lingular  conftrmJtion, 
made  for  this  pmpoi'e.  Thefe  have  ob¬ 
tained  the  name  TJje  F/yht^  MoimtaiHSj 
and  confill  of  live  mounts,  tire  higheft  30 
lect.  Toe  momentum  with  which  they 
defeend  this,  carnesthem  over  the fecond, 
which  is  foniewhat  lower,  and  fo  ou  to 
tiu  lart.  'I’lie  plate  that  accompanies  this 
le  ter  gives  a  more  perfect  reprelent.ition 
than  can  be  conveyed  in  wonlb ;  we 
iherehne  lefer  t<»  the  original. 

In  win’er  the  employment  of  the  com¬ 
mon  ]re  .pie  is  thrcfliiiig  coi  'i^  making 
their  eh>aths,  felling  timl>cr,  and  cutting 
wMod  f  )r  foina.  'I'ney  alfogo  a-hiinting, 
:«nd  by  mean-,  of  fnow-llioes  and  a  pole 
in  th  'ir  hands,  they  run  or  rather  fkate 
t»ver  the  fnow  fader  than  the  game  tliey 
pnrf'ie,  and  fo  rnn  it  down. 

'i  hey  h  ive  alfo  a  method  of  fifhing  in 
tlic  winter  peculiar  to  iheinfelves.  'i'he 
ingenuity  of  the  operation  confills  in  the 
contrivance  of  dragging  their  nets  under 
the  ice. 

The  light  nights  are  very  remarkable  at 
Pelerftnirgh,  where  one  may  fee  to  lead 
and  write  at  midnight,  unlefs  it  be  cloudy, 
lor  full  two  motjihs.

national  debt,  my  friend,  and  the 
iutroduiftion  of  the  funds  in  thii 


country,  has  proved  a  wheel  of  fuch  im¬ 
portance  in  the  ftatc-maehine,  and  hasfo 
powerful  an  influence  over  the  manners 
and  liberties  of  the  people  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  that  it  will  be  neceflaty  to  enter  in¬ 
to  a  detail  of  the  rife,  the  progrefs,  and 
the  nature  of  this  diabolical  engine,  which 
has  long  threatened  to  put  a  final  end  to 
the  profp^''dy  <>f  our  country. 

rhongh  it  is  not  probable  that  any  pre- 
exifting  aflembly  Ihould  have  forefeen  all 
the  iiiconvenicncics  which  fiave  arifen 
from  the  pradice  of  borrowing  and  fund¬ 
ing,  or  that  future  parliaments  would  run 
fuch  iVufelcfs  lengths  in  pradiccs  w  hich, 
from  the  beginning,  threatened  birmida- 
ble  confeqiiences ;  yet  the  borrowing 
money  on  public  credit,  ,011  the  reafon 
that  it  wunild  introduce  a  prodigality  in 
the  management  of  the  public  concerns, 
was  a  meafiire  too  rwiiious  even  for  the 
corrupt  parliaments  in  Charles  the  Se¬ 
cond’s  time  to  comply  with. 

James  11.  my  friend,  w'itli  all  hisf.udts, 
w’as  a  frugal  prince  :  the  revenue  fettled 
by  parliament,  on  his  firll  coming  to  the 
throne,  was  more  than  fufticient  to  de¬ 
fray  the  expcnces  of  his  government  ; 
therefore,  that  bi»ld  flnike  of  p^'licy, 
which  delivered  up  the  pur'e  and  the  cre¬ 
dit  of  the  nation  into  the  bands  of  the 
prince,  was  referved  for  tlie  immortal 
W’  illiam,  and  his  whig  parti/ans. 

When  the  prince  of  Or.inge,  fays  a  co¬ 
temporary  wu*iter,  was  ra.fcd  to  the 
throne,  and  a  general  war  began  in  thefe 
parts  of  Eurooe,  the  king  and  his  coun- 
lelims  thought  it  would  be  ill  policy  to 
commence  hi''  reign  w’ith  heavy  ta^cs  on 
the  people,  who  had  lived  long  in  cafe 
and  plenty,  and  might  l>e  apt  t«>  thing 
their  rleliverancc  too  deaily  bought  ; 
and  money  being  wanted  to  fupport  the 
war,  w'hich  even  the  convention  which 
put  the  crown  on  his  head,  were  very  un¬ 
willing  he  ftiould  be  engaged  in,  Burnet, 
biOiop  of  S.alilbnry,  is  faid  to  have  propo- 
kd  the  expedient,  which  he  had  learned 
in  Holland,  of  raifing  money  on  the  feru- 
nty  of  taxes,  which  were  only  fufticient 
to  pay  a  large  inteiefl. 

Burnet,  iny  friend,  was  not  the  only 
perfon  w  hom  the  Dutch  fchoid  of  finan¬ 
cing  had  rendered  proficients  in  the  cer¬ 
tain  w’ay  of  ruining  the  independence  of 
tlie  people.  As  1  obferved  before,  the 
fame  cxpeilient,  on  the  fame  authority, 
was  pitqxrfcd  to  Charles  II.  hut  neither 
the  art  nor  the  influence  of  that  prince 
could  carry  the  fatal  point,  even  with  a 
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very  venal  and  corrupt  parliament ;  hut, 
lays  our  autliur,  the  inotivifc  which  pre- 
on  the  people  at  th'S  time  Id  fall 
in  with  the  pn'ieCl,  were  many  am!  pl.ui-

many  of  v^diom  vvereable  in  time  to  force 
theeledion  of  boroughs  out  of  the  hands 
4)f  thofe  who  had  been  the  old  propric- 
tois  and  inhabitants  ;  this  was  arrived  to 
fuch  a  height,  that  a  very  few  years  more 
of  war  and  funds  would  have  clearly  call 
the  lialancc  on  the  monied  fide. 

As  to  the  fccond,  this  projedl  of  bor¬ 
rowing  on  funds  was  of  mighty  advan¬ 
tage  to  thofe  w'ho  were  the  managers  of 
it,  as  well  as  to  their  friends  and  de- 
pemlants  ;  for,  funds  proving  often  deft- 
elent,  the  government  was  obliged  to 
Al  ike  tallies  for  making  up  the  reft,  w’hich 
tallies  were  fouu  times  (to  fpeak  in  the 
merchants*  phrafe)  at  about  40  per 
cent,  tlifeount  ;  at  this  price,  thofe  who 
were  in  the  fccret  bought  them  up,  and 
tlicn  took  care  to  liave  that  deficiency 
fnpplicd  in  the  next  feflion  of  p.irliament, 
by  which  they  doubled  their  principal  in 
a  few  months  ;  and,  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  lenders,  every  Pew  projed  of  lot¬ 
teries  or  annuities  propofed  fome  further 
adv.iiit.ige  either  as  to  intercll  or  pre¬ 
mium. 

'i'he  pernicious  pradice  of  borrowing 
npcMi  vcinote  fund  ’,  my  friend,  necclfari- 
ly  produced  a  brood  of  ufincrs,  brokers, 
and  Itoek- jobl'.crs,  who  preyed  upon  the 
vitak  of  their  eminlry;  and  from  this 
fruitful  fource  venality  ovtrfpread  the 
hind  ;  cortuption,  which,  under  the  go¬ 
vernment  of  bad  princes,  had  maintained 
a  p.irtial  i nil  11  r nee  in  ilie  ad minifi ration  of 
public  alhiirs,  from  the  period  of  the  re- 
Vviim i(»i;,  was  rr.ulually  formed  into  a  lyf- 
lem,  and  inltead  I'f  being  regarded  with 
ablu)rr<  nee,  .ind  I'everely  punilhed,  as  in 
tormer  tinus,  received  the  coanttnance 
of  the  whole  legillaturc  ;  and  every  in<ii- 
vidual  beg.in  openly  to  buy  and  fell  his 
intcielt  in  ltlj>  eountry,  witiiowt  either  the 
ftor  offliame  or  penalty.  In  addition  to 
this  I’ational  evil,  all  the  fomces  ofjuf- 
(iee  were  lo  grclkly  polliilevl  by  the  par- 
li.ility  of  paity,  ih,n  ^very  mifikmcanour 
of  a  publ  c  r.arure  efcaped  both  cenfarc 
and  punilhment;  whig  and  tory  recipro¬ 
cally  lending  their  afiiftancc  to  the  caufe,. 
to  pi <ue<it  the  individuais  of  their  party 
fi«»mtl  e  jiift  rekntmciit  of  their  country, 
ar.vl  tile  piofeeuiion  of  llic  adverfe  tac-

From  the  perod  of  the  revolution  to 
the  viar  I7c«;,  it  had  been  the  common 
prae'tii'e  of  government  to  run  the  nation 
in  debt,  that  is,  for  the  parliament  to 
grant  more  money  to  the  crown  tham 
lacy  could  raife  within  tl;e  year.  Ooc 
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debt,  without  an  entire  chanj^c  in'the  fyf- 
tcin  of  (jcconomy,  naturally  produces 
many  ;  the  neceflTiiies  of  the  ftate  increaf- 
iiij;  every  year,  every  probable  meafure 
was  purfiicd  to  facilitate  the  loan  of  mo¬ 
ney,  and  to  introduce  a  credit  founded 
on  paper  currency,  which  was  to  make 
np  h)r  the  deficiency  of  real  treafure, 
Kinj;  VVilliam^s  wars  having  drained  the 
kininlom  of  the  greater  parts  of  its  bul¬ 
lion. 

Ihirfnnnt  to  this  fclume,  in  169;,  a  bank 
was  ellablilhed  on  the  principle  ot  a  tranl- 
ferable  fund,  and  a  circulation  by  bill,  on 
the  credit  of  a  large  capital.  As  there 
are  never  wanting  in  any  fv)ciety  indivi¬ 
duals  icatly  to  adopt  any  meafnve,  or 
torvA'.nd  any  fclietnc  w  hicli  proinifes  even 
a  temporary  feli-interelt,  500,000!.  was 
ifuniediately  fubferibed,  as  a  fund  of  rea¬ 
dy  money  to  circulate  one  million  at  eight 
per  cent,  which  million  was  to  be  lent  to 
tlic  government,  and  the  fuhrcflbers  were 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  Gi>ver- 
nor  and  Company  of  the  Rink  of  F.ngland, 
under  a  p'ovifo,  that  at  any  time  after  the 
tii  fl  day  of  Augiilf,  1711,  upon  a  yearns 
notice,  and  the  re- payment  of  the 
1, 200, cool,  the  faid  corporati»)n  Ihould 
ceali' 

Of  all  human  errors,  the  errors  of  go¬ 
vernment  are  the  feldomell  coriecltd: 
iallcrul  of  avoiding  thufe  mcafures  w!ncl>, 
during  \Villiain*s  ailminidration,  had  fo 
fvidenlly  impoveriflied  the  nation,  rage 
for  wai  and  corupicll  infedfed  our  coun¬ 
ci  Is  the  grealell  part  of  Queen  Anne’s 
reign  ;  in  in-oportion  to  the  incrcaling  ex¬ 
pellees  of  the  war,  the  difficulty  of  raif- 
mg  fupplies  yearly  increafed ;  and  the 
commons,  inftead  of  paying  o^aiiy  part 
01  the  national  debt,  and  getting  rid  of  a 
I  warm  off!  oek -jobbers  and  tax-gatherers,’ 
wliich  ]  rryed  on  the  vitals  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth,  this  feflion  voted  an  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  tlic  bank  alinoll  to  three  millions, 
and  prolonged  the  duration  of  the  compa¬ 
ny  to  11  ye.ars  :  the  terms  obtained  for 
duTe  advantages  were,  400,000 1,  at  fix, 
percent,  and  thecirculatioii  of  2,400,000!. 
m  Exchequer  bills. 

An  Account  of  a  War  het^xeen  ths  Indians 
itud  the  Eiiglijh,  in  America,  in  ibe  lujl 
ilchtU:  y, 

SET!' I  NO  afulc  the  religious  difmilcs 
among  the  people  thenifelves,  all  oiii* 
<^'olonics  in  New-Englaiul  continued  in, 
profound  peace,  and  daily  incrcaling  in 


population  till  the  year  i'J75,  during  all 
w'hich  time  Philip,  king  «»f  tlie  Wampa- 
nongs,  had  been  raeditaaing  revenge  a- 
gainft  the  Eiiglilb,  and  cMidcavouriiig  to 
draw  all' the  neighbouring  Indian  nations 
into  a  confederacy  agairvA  them.  Ashe 
now  thought  his  project  ripe  f(»r  execu¬ 
tion,  he  began  holliliiies  ag  ainfl  Plymouth 
colony,  fooii  after  the  bey  inning  <if  thit 
year  ;  whereupon  an  an  ny  was  raifed 
by  the  confederated  coh  ries  to  oppofe 
him.  On  their  approach  -le  marched  off 
with  all  Ids  people,  from  Ids  ufiial  refi- 
dence  at  Cape  Hope,  and  polled  himfelf 
in  a  fwamp  on  Pocafltt-  nevk,  between 
Rhode  Illaiul  and  Monnm<jnt  bay,  wlicne 
he  was  foan  after  furn  'iinded  by  tlic 
Englifli  army,  who  thougiit  lo  Invo  re¬ 
duced  him  by  famine,  lia\  i.ig  blocVavlcd 
all  the  palfagcs,  except  nj  on  mie  fide, 
win  re  was  a  deep  river  ;  I  lit  he,  luving 
tirft  prepared  fome  rabs  1  f  timber,  paf- 
fed  over  this  livcr  in  the  1  liglit  time  with 
all  Ids  people,  about  loo  txcepLcd,  who 
furrendcred  at  diferetion. 

The  confederated  Indians  then  fell 
upon  the  Englifli  out  Ic  l»lemei»ts,  and 
cruelly  murdered  great  mjmhers  of  peo¬ 
ple  round  all  the  colonic  { ;  and  even  fe- 
veral  paities  of  the  troops  were  drawn 
into  ambufeades,  and  either  all  cut  off, 
or  fuftered  great  lofs  be  foie  they  could 
efcape  or  be  relieved  ;  but  one  of  the 
moft  bloody  and  defpet  .aic  actions  hap¬ 
pened  towards  the  end  of  i  lie  year,  when 
llie  Englifli  were  inforiv.ed  that  a  large 
body  of  Indians  had  foi  tified  ihemfelvcs 
upon  an  ifland  in  the  middle  of  a  large 
fwamp  about  fixteen  milcfi  up  the  coiin- 
tiy  ;  and  as  from  ihcncc  h’bcy  might  have 
done  great  mifehiefs  in  the  winter,  when 
the  Englifli  forces  could  not  keep  the 
field,  they  refoWed  to  di (lodge  them, 
ilio’  the  ifland  was  not  without  cliffculty- 
acctfifible  but  by  one  pale.  Accoidingly, 
Ccn.  Window  marched  with  a  confide- 
rable  arniy,  being  diredied  to  the  path  by 
a  Chriftian  Indian  they  ha<l  ah^i.g  with 
them.  This  patli  they  bnfkiy  marched 
alongfl;  in  the  niidd  of  a  continual  fiic 
trom  the  enemy,  an(’,  arriving  at  the 
ill, mil,  beat  the  Indians  from  one  en¬ 
trenchment  to  another,  till  ll*ey  had  dri¬ 
ven  them  quite  off  the  ifi.ind  ;aiti  r  which 
they  demolilbed  all  the  woiks  raifed  by 
the  Indians,  and  returned  in  triumpii  to 
Ilofloii.**  In  this  aiftion  no  lets  than  so 
Indian  tacheins,  and  about  700  of  their 
warriors,  were  killed,  bclides  a  great 
number  of  wumeu  and  children,  and 
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to  man,  which  is  often  the 
call*  in  ati  American  war,  a  ridiculous  in- 
llinmcnt,  became  an  altivc,  dexterous 
t  iicMiiy  may  ealily  parry,  and  get  within 
its  point,  and  the  ialdicr  cannot  then 
)iave  lime  tt)  draw  his  I'woid  before  he  is 
ilabbcd,  or  cut  down  by  Ins  adverfary. 

The  fcHo'-win^'  Letter  <ivas  printed  in  the 
year  1673,  and  viauy  Copies  of  it  dif 
prifed  (imong  the  Comnninders  of  the 
iuiglilli  fleet, 

Dfar  Cousin, 

C^OINCt  yclUrday  to  your  father’s 
J  Ixiiife,  partly  to  fee  him,  hut  chief¬ 
ly  to  learn  when  he  heard  from  you,  and 
what  news  was  lately  from  the  licet,  he 
told  me,  you  were  in  health,  the  fleet 
near  ready  to  fail,  and  then  (hewed  me 
a  letter  he  was  jult  ready  to  fend  you, 
herein,  amonglt  other  things,  1  found 
tiiefe  w’ords  : 

“  Have  a  care  of  yoiMictf ;  be  not  fool¬ 
hardy,  by  venturing  too  tar  in  the  tight  ; 
there  are  fliips  enough  to  beat  the  butch 
without  yours  ;  anil  captains  enougli  in 
the  licet,  who  will  prudently  Ihew  you 
the  way  to  keep  furthelt  otf  wlien  danger 
is  Tiigheft,  and  then  you  need  not  fear  the 
afperlion  ot  a  cowartl,  as  long  as  you 
have  good  company  :  therefore,  1  fliy  a- 
gain,  be  wifely  cautious  ;  for  your  death 
would  ccrtninly  break  tire  heart  of  my 
d.  uighler,  and  bring  my  gray  hairs  with 
lorrow  to  the  grave.” 

I  had  fcarcc  patience  to  read  out  fo 
nuich  without  tearing  tlie  letter  into  a 
thouland  pieces,  and  I  could  not  forbear 
Inch  language  as  did  but  ill  agree  with 
the  friendlhip  between  us:  If  you  are, 
faid  I,  fo  mighty  fond  of  your  Ion,  lend 
for  him  home  prefently,  and  let  him  run 
no  other  danger  tlian  what  he  may  meet 
III  a  London-ravern  (!r  baw'dy-hoiife  ; 
w  hen  he  has  a  mind  to  light,  let  bowls  be 
his  liullrts,  and  broad  oaths  and  curfes 
his  gun-powder  ;  at  other  times,  let  him 
have  nothing  elfe  to  do.  but  treat  his  w'ife, 
or,  as  the  falhion  is,  his  wench,  at  the 
play-lion ic,  Hyde-park,  or  Spring  gar¬ 
dens.  iVs  fooH  as  I  had  vented  my  paf- 
lion,  and  grew  calm,  I  fo  far  convinceil 
>«'iir  father  of  his  fault,  that  himllif 
burnt  his  letter;  and  delired  me  to  write 
one  inoic  fuitable  to  my  own  inclination. 

According  to  that  little  notice  I  have 
tiki  M  of  lea  m  itiers,  I  think  our  captains 
in  wtneral  (and  yon  amongit  the  reft), 
iather  need  d  fpur  than  a  carb,  when  you 


are  going  to  tight  ;  and  tlun^efore,  (piitc 
contrary  to  tuc  former  advice,  I  will  fee 
before  your  eyes  the  injnilice,  and  the 
danger,  that  atteiius  a  cowardly  com¬ 
mander.

Hy  iheie  meamt 
it  is  onr  battles  are  loll,  or  at  lealt  fo 
balanced,  when  tliey  might  have  been 
won,  that  after  a  light,  the  enemy,  fooncr 
til. Ill  we,  are  in  a  condition  of  dilpuling 
tl'.c  victory.  No  common  highway  lob- 
ber  is  lialf  fo  great  a  rogiu  as  th.it  ofiiccr 
who  takes  w  ages,  and  daivs  not,  or  does 
not,  light  bravely  when  there  is  an  oc- 
cafron.

I'iie  revolt  of  the  colonies  is  in  many* 
refficCls  dilbmil.ar  from  any  event  recor- 
iled  in  hillory.  S.ime  have  compared  it 
to  the  dckOtii'n  (d  ih.c  Seven  United  Pro¬ 
vinces  from  Sjuun  ;  but  it  is  eirentially 
clitVerent.  'j'liele  were  not  originally  a 
part  of  the  Sp.mini  monarchy,  but  liad 
imwillingly  become  connected  with,  or 
rather  bromdit  into  rubjcciion  to  a  fort  ign 
jiower.  Oiir  ci  Ionics  are  the  increafeor 
exp.innon  of  th.e  Ume  empire.  Tlie  for¬ 
mer  were  diivm  into  rebellion  by  real 
tqij'relbon,  tlie  hitter  revolted  merely 
irom  an  apprchenlion  of  it.  The  three¬ 
penny  duty  on  tea  was  not  obnoxious, 
abftravdedly  coiifulered  ;  for  as  liie  duty 
payable  upon  exportation  h.ad  been  taken 
Ou,  tlie  colomlls  were,  in  faci,  gainers  by 
the  new  regn!ati(ui.  Tlie  obnoxious  a<5ls, 
it  is  well  known,  were  made  on  the  fpur 
ol  the  ooeaiton,  and  inteiuled  as  tempora¬ 
ry  teguhdi'ns  t  >  fnpprcls  the  dilbrders  in 
the  eedonies,  it  polhdde,  witliout  having 
rtcinirle  to  arms.  When  we  confider  the 
repeated  alVuranccs  given  to  the  colonies, 
that  no  turther  taxe*^  or  duties  would  be 
impofed,  the  event  is  as  aflotulliing  as  it 
is  unprect dented.  '1  here  were  no  cer¬ 
tain  data  to  reafon  from.  From  a  con- 
leioufneis  of  its  own  rectitude,  govern¬ 
ment  did  not  fiifpeCl  any  ill  intention  in 
Ameriei ;  aiit!  when  the  real  views  of  the 
leader^,  Ik  gaii  to  unfold,  and  become  con- 
IpieuQUS,  it  was  afterwards  impoflible  to 
proportion  the  means  to  the  end  from 
the  great  cliharce  of  the  feene  of  ae'lioB.

prelfed,  the  more  muff  lluh'e  deteiiable 
vices  ahaiind.  If  ihcfe,  therefore,  are 
oliVnlive  to  you,  remove  the  caiife,  and 
tlie  ctk  cts  will  quickly  ceafe.  Inllead  of 
an  ahitet  Have,  make  the  man  of  whom 
^>'*1  complain  an  independent  active 
beine,  and  yon  remove  tue  caufe  of  ail 
his  former  meamufs : — you  enable  liim 
to  vimlicate  his  own  rights  with  open 
candirur,  inffeul  of  inlidious  cunning  • 
>011  ckvate  him  above  the  iiecellity  of 
inviug  recourfe  to  mean  evalive  fubtle- 
tirs,  wh'ch  lie  now  looks  down  upon 
with  th*t  contempt  they  iuflly  n.erit.

tiour  of  mind,  and  midirgiiircd  lincerity,

Eiimly  convinced  of  the  Jnftncfs  of 
lliele  remarks,  vve  cannoL  help  vvifhing 
that't  .cy  may  obtain  lliat  degree  of  at¬ 
tention  from  men  in  auU.ority  which 
they  «lcf»  rvc.  The  nature  of  man  is,  wc 
beiieve,  in  fume  cafes,  fo  much  depraved^ 
as  to  render  cluflifement  iicccllary  ;  but 
this  would  lunch  feldotncr  be  the  cafe, 
wire  more  altciitiou  Irefunvcd  in  remo-  , 
ving  thole  circumllaticcs  that  tend  infen- 
lildy  to  dehafe  tlie  mind.'  The  apology 
iifually  made  by  owners  of^naves for  inal- 
iivating  them,  viz.  'I'hat  they  are  inca¬ 
pable  of  feeling  any  Icntiincuts  of  grati¬

'I't.i  r:  is  not  therefiue  the  fame 
d  in  ill' in:  ilic  legin.itiv’c  council 
iuhueuccd  byrneiindcd  .as  by  the  trad- 
i  ’p  inl.reit  ;  far  it  is  rlcnrly,  at  all  limes, 
tiu  i..!;rc.'i  (^f  thole  ofl.iiuled  properly  to 
jiro'Koie  tr  nle  aud  maii'M.idures,  altho* 
It  is  !Mtt  ai  ail  linus  fo  cvulcnily  the  inte- 
rc(t  of  mcrch.iulb  to  pioniotc  the  prufpe- 
rity  I >1  ieiilt lire. 

Soin.  fillies,  l.owever,  men  ii.ave  been 
fl  ihort-tighted  as  to  tliir.k  tliat  agri- 
eullure  n.iulit  he  piomoled  al  llic  ex- 
pence  of  the  txN  *»  li Tier  arlk  ;  the  futility 
of  whicli  idea  lie  thus  txpofes  : 

“  'i'hcrc  .are  foine  inllanccs,  he  ob- 
ferves,  of  n.ilioiis  pc  uliaiiy  iiiuated, 
wliich  h.ivc  fioiiriih.cd  by  means  of  com¬ 
merce  with 'lit  ng’aciilturc  ; — there  arc 
.ilfo  a  very  fi  w  examples  of  inanuf.iiitiires 
hull  idling  among  a  I'eople  who  could 
I’.ave  iiitle  rlepcndence  on  the  produce  of 
the  foil :  hut  t.hcrc  is  not  among  all  the 
reconlsol  pall  ayes  a  lingle  proof  of  a 
jveoph  \N 'no  liare  enjoyed  for  any  length 
of  tin'c  a  fpiii^ed  .agriciiit  me,  without  the 
aid  of  commerce,  or  Riaiuifaiflurcs,  or 
luith. 

“  Nor  is  it  pofiihlc  th.at  it  fliould  be 
otherwile.  Tor,  without  commerce  or 
.arts,  wliat  ind.ucement  lias  the  farmer  to 
cultivate  tin*  foil  ?  In  this  cafe  every  man 
will  only  willi  to  rear  a.s  much  as  is  fiifTi- 
cient  hn  Ills  own  fuJlenance,  and  no 
more  ;  fi*  That  if  the  foil  could  atibrd  a 
hundred,  limes  the  pi.ulucc  that  is  fufli- 
cicnt  lot  them,  it  will  be  allowed  to  re¬ 
main  an  uncultivated  wafie.  And  if,  in 
that  country,  any  man  Ihould  be  fo 
foolifn  a-  to  rear  huge  crops,  what  would 
it  benefit  him  r  Kvery  man  has  enough 
lor  hi.x  I'wn  luld’dtcnce,  fo  that  he  want# 
none  of  that  fuperHuous  jirodnce.  It 
mull  theretmv  be  fiitfcred  to  pcrilli  with¬ 
out  being  of  any  life  at  all  to  the  owner, 

“  lM>r  thi.T  rc.ifon  a  nation  peopled 
only  by  hirmers  mull  he  a  region  of  in- 
t'olcn*  e  and  mifery.  It  the  foil  is  natu¬ 
rally  tertile,  little  l.ibour  will  produce 
abunduuce;  but  for  want  of  cxcrcifc* 
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cvpn  thnt  little  labour  will  be  burden- 
foruc,  and  otten  ncjilcc’ted  ;--*vv.Uit  will 
b“  felt  in  thc.initlll  t)f  abundance,  and 
the  human  mind  be  abafed  nearly  to  the 
lame  tlegrce  with  the  beafls  that  graze 
the  fielil.  If  the  region  is  more  barren, 
the  inhabitants  will  be  obliged  to  become 
fomcwliat  more  indudrious,  and  there¬ 
fore  nu)ie  iiappy.  Init  miferablc  at  bell 
miifl  be  ti\e  luppintfs  t)f  fiu'h  a  people. 

“  Tlu-fe.  therrtore,  who  widi  to  make 
.agriculture  floiirilb  in  a!>y  cotintry,  cm 
have  no  hope  of  fiicceed.ing  in  the  at¬ 
tempt,  hmt  by  blinking  ctunmcice  .and 
inanuiacHuves  to  lier  aid  ;  which,  by  ta¬ 
king  from  the  faimcr  his  fupcifbious  pro¬ 
duce,  gives  fp-irit  to  his  opcj  .ilioiis,  and 
life  and  a(5tivity  to  his  mind. 

“  Wilhoiit  this  jl'imului  to  adlivity,  in 
vain  do  \vc  nfc  .arguments  to  roufc  tlie 
liuggilh  inh.ibitaiit.'*,  — ill  vain  di»  we  tlif- 
Ct)vc  r  that  the  earth  is  capable  of  produ¬ 
cing  the  mult  luxuriant  liarvclls  with  lit¬ 
tle  labour  : — our  ow.i  abundant  crops 
.arc  produced  as  untleniable  proofs  of  liiis 
in  \ain. — Hut  place  a  manufacturer  in  the 
nelgliboiirhood,  who  will  buy  every  little 
article  that  the  farmer  can  bring  to  mar¬ 
ket,  and  he  will  foon  become  induflrions. 
The  moll  baricn  tick’s  will  tluii  become 
covered  with  fotne  uleful  piotlnce. — In- 
ilcad  of  lililefs  vagabonds,  unfit  for  any 
fervicc,  the  country  will  abouiid  with  a 
har.ly  and  robuft  race  of  men,  fit  for 
tveiy  v.’  lnablc  purpofe  ;  and  the  voice  of 
k  ilivity  aiu!  joy  be  In  ai  d  in  every  corner, 
inllcp.il  n!  tile  gHMiis  of  mifery,  and  the 
fighs  of  (bicontent. 

As  .1  Hriking  ex.ample  of  the  juftnefs  of 
this  riab.Tiing,  he  gives  the  following 
UM  V  curious  account  of  the  piefent  Hate 
of  the  t(n\  n  of  Aberdeen  ;  the  authenti¬ 
city  of  which  cannot  be  difputed,  as  the 
auth<jr  lives  in  its  neighbourhood  : 

Tlie  towm  of  Aberdeen  has  made 
g’’cat  advances  in  trade. ^nd  maniifa6iiies 
'vitltin  thclc  thirty  ^>r  forty  years  pafi. 
I'l  e  number  <*t  inhabitants  has  increafed 
greatly  ji'  in  that  period.  Money  has' 
t'rcomc  more  pkntv  tin. re  than  formcily. 
Their  manner  (<f  living  is  n(»w’  more  tle- 
gant  and  exptnfivc  ;  articles  of  luxury 
have  inerrai’ed.  In  conterpience  of  good 
f‘’ads  having  become  more  common, 
horfes  an  !  wheel-carriages  have  aJfo  l>€- 
e.unc  exlromcly’  numerous.  On  all 
V'hicii  accounts,  the  demands  for  frcih 
''•get  ibles  has  greatly  e ncrcafcd  in  that 
pi -cc  wltlila  ll’.c  period  above- nicnliou- 


“  But,  on  account  of  the  particular 
fituatirm  ol  that  town,  it  was  a  matter  of 
fome  difficulty  to  augment  the  pnuluce 
of  the  fields  in  that  neighlK>ui  hood, 
and  fupply  the  tlaily  incrcaling  de¬ 
mand  lor  thefc.  'I'his  city  is  placed  in 
the  midll  of  a  country  that  is  n  dnrally 
the  moll  Iterile  that  can  poffibly  be  ima¬ 
gined.  For,  unlefs  it  be  a  tew  hundred 
acres  of  giauind  that  lie  bctw'ccn  the 
mouths  of  the  rivers  Dee  and  Don,  clofo 
by  the  town,  there  was  not  an  in«h  of 
ground  for  many  miles  around  it  that 
could  fupply  the  inhabitants  with  any  of 
the  neccllaries  ot  life.  On  t!ie  e.all  is  the 
Ccrm.an  ocean  ; — on  thclbuth  the  (-latii- 
plan  mountains  come  clofe  to  the  river, 
termiuiting  in  a  liead-land  on  the  k.hih- 
fule  of  the  iiarbour  called  the  Girille  Kf/s^ 
---and  on  the  welt  and  north,  It  is  envi¬ 
roned  for  many  miles  with  an  extended 
wade,  the  moll  difmal  that  can  be  con¬ 
ceived,  in  which  nothing  can  be  difeove- 
red  but  large  malfes  of  Hone  heaped  upon 
one  another,  interfperfed  here  and  there 
w  ith  a  few  bidhcs  of  llarvcd  heath,  or 
disjoined  by  uncomfortable  Ix'gs  and 
fpouting  maiflies,  the  moll  iinpromifing 
to  the  views  of  the  farmer  that  can  poffi- 
b!y  be  imagined. 

“  Buc  wlial  is  it  that  human  induRiy’ 
cannot  perform  undertaking  it 

too  bold  for  man  to  attempt  when  he  has 
the  profptsft  of  being  repaid  for  his  la¬ 
bour?  Even  thefe  difmal  waftes,  it  was 
iinagineil,  migiit  be  converted  into  corn- 
ficiils. — d’he  ground  was  trenched; — the 
ftones  are  blafted  by  gun-  powder,  and  re- 
movcilat  an  immenfe  expence; — manured 
V  eic  piirchalVd  : — and  thouiandsof  acres 
of  this  foit  of  ground  arc  now  waving 
with  the  moll  luxuriant  harvefts,  and 
yield  a  lent  from  5I.  to  8).  ftcrling  per 
acre. 

“  In  any  other  part  of  the  world  that 
I  h.avc  feen,  it  would  be  reckoned  impofli- 
blc  to  convert  fuch  foils  to  any  valuable 
life;  and  the  moll  daring  iwiprover  ih.'^t 
1  have  met  with  any  w'herc  tile,  would 
flirinl;  back  from  attempting  to  cultivate 
a  field  which  an  Aberdctnfman  wonhl 
confulcr  as  a  trifling  labour.  F.ong  ha¬ 
bit  has  faniiliarifed  them  to  fuch  arduous 
iindertakings,--ut^dcrtakings  which  could 
iK.t  be  attempted  any  where  elfe,  as,  un- 
Icfc  in  fuch  a  particular  fituation  as  I 
have  deferibed,  the  improver  could  never 
be  repaid, ---For  in  what  other  fiart  ol* 
Europe  could  a  man  lay  out  look  ftcrling 
or  upwards,  ca  an  acre  of  ground,  before

told,  to  fomc  perfons  of  diftim51Ion  id 
England,  who  were  pleafed  to  exprefs  a 
detire,  that  the  Eliay  on  Truth  Ihould  be 
printed  iw  a  more  fpleiulid  form  th  in  that 
in  which  it  had  then  appeared,  fo  as  to 
enfure  proftt  as  well  as  honour  to  th.c 
author.  I'he  Dodor  had  fume  ohjee- 
tioiih.  to  this  propofal ;  but  they  were  ob¬ 
viated  by  his  friends  ;  and  he  was  per- 
fuaded  to  extend  his  volume  to  a  proper 
Ijzc,  by  printing,  along  with  the  Eliay, 
iv*me  Ollier  pieces,  which  were  lliouglit 
w  orthy  of  publication,  though  not  origi¬ 
nally  intended  for  tlie  prefs. 

The  firft  is  a  Dilfertation  on  Poetry 
and  Mufic  as  they  afted  the  mind. 

In  this  traiJt  lie  propofes  it  as  a  truth  in 
criticifm,  that  tlie  end  of  poetry  is  to 
PLh  ASE.  “  Verfes,  he  lays,  if  pleafmg, 
may  be  poetical,  though  they  ctwivey  little 
or  no  inftruditm  ;  but  verfes,  whofe  lolc 
merit  is,  that  they  convey  inflnnition,  ai« 
not  poetical.”  He  adds,  “  inltrucHiou 
however,  efpecially  in  poemt  of  leng’h, 
is  necelTary  to  their  perfedion,  becaufe 
they  w'onld  not  be  pcrfeittly  agreeable 
without  it.” 

'I'o  this  opinion  it  may  be  ohjciftcd, 
fliat  Horace,  in  a  well  known  verfe,  de¬ 
clares  the  end  of  poetry  to  he  twofold,  to 
pleafe,  or  toinflrnd.  Dr  Beattie  replies : 
“  'I't)  the^.7yc<.‘/#<y«  of  dramatic  poetry,  or, 
if  yon  pleafe,  of  poetry  in  general,  both 
found  mor.ils  :i*^d  beautiful  liftion  arere- 
qiiifite.  But  llor.tcc  never  meant  lo  fay, 
that  inftrnK!“tion,  as  well  as  pUMfure,  is  ne# 
cefTary  togive  to  any  compohtionthc  poe¬ 
tical  character  :  or  he  would  not  in  ano¬ 
ther  place  have  celebrated,  with  fu  much 
afTc^ilion  and  rapture,  the  melting  ftrains 
of  Sappho,  and  tlie  playful  genius  of  i\na- 
creon;  two  authors  tranl'ccndently  Iwcet, 
but  not  remarkably  inftrudtivc.  We  arc 
fure,  that  pathos  and  harmony,  and  ele¬ 
vated  language,  were  in  Horace’s  opinion, 
cflVntial  to  piiriiy  ;  and  of  thefc  decora¬ 
tions  Hfibo  ly  will  affirm,  thtt  iiifttiKtlion 
is  the  end,  who  confiders,  that  the  molt 
inftnuftive  books  in  the  world  arc  written 
in  plain  profe. 

This  reafoning,  it  may  I>e  faid,  haa  a 
tendency  to  degrade  the  poetical  charac¬ 
ter.  In  many  pieces,  wc  confef*,  the 
poet  has  only  ainufed  his  reader.  But 
then  wc  can  fcarcely  allow,' th.at  we  are  fo 
form  our  ideas  concerning  tl>e  end  of 
poetry,  from  fuch  compoji*ions ;  whicli 
are  rather  the  proJnftions  of  inferior  ca-*,, 
pacities,  or  ofafportive  imagination,  tharv  ’ 
the  eftbrts  of  a  manly  genius.  For  fure-
